CHARGE OF UNCTAD AFFAIRS ROBERT B. ALIEN. 

3. IN LATE MARCH AMBASSADOR DALE TRAVELED TO NAPES TO BRIEF 
OFFICERS OF FIVE SOUTHERN REGIONS NATIONS COMMANDS AT AFSOUTH AND 
TO HEIDELBERG TO ADDRESS THE HEIDELBERG CHAPTER OF THE 
ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED STATES ARMY.
